I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  third  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  County  Borough  of  West  Hartlepool. 

The  year  1932  was  from  many  points  of  view  a  bad  year,  and  many 
hoping  for  a  return  to  better  times  heaved  a  sigh  of  relief  when  the  year 
closed. 


It  was  a  year  when  economies  were  being  exercised,  both  publicly 
and  privately.  Wages  had  been  lowered,  purchasing  power  reduced, 
tradesmen  were  slack,  rates  although  reduced  slightly  were  still  considered 
too  high,  unemployment  was  higher  than  before,  the  Public  Assistance 
Committee  were  applying  the  Means  Test,  there  were  hunger  marches, 
there  were  prevailing  a  certain  amount  of  nervous  tension  and  strain, 
and  how  did  all  these  affect  health  statistics  ? 

Generally  speaking,  the  answer  for  1932  would  be  “  not  at  all,” 
for  the  general  Death  Rate  just  reaches  the  average  for  the  past  ten  years 
for  the  country  as  a  whole,  and  is  well  below  the  average  for  ten  years 
locally.  Infectious  Disease  statistics  for  the  year,  with  one  exception, 
are  also  good,  and  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  only  a  fractional  amount 
above  the  average  for  the  past  ten  years  and  below  that  for  1931. 

Although  these  figures  are  satisfactory  for  the  period  under  review 
it  is  not  to  be  regarded  in  the  nature  of  a  proof  that  this  period  of  stress 
has  not  affected  the  population  in  some  way  or  other,  so  far  not  disclosed, 
and  that  it  may  not  show  itself  in  the  years  to  follow  ;  for  ill  effects  of 
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poor  feeding,  not  amounting  to  starvation,  nervous  strain,  overcrowding, 
bad  housing,  etc.,  need  not  necessarily  show  themselves  immediately, 
but  are  prone  to  disclose  their  effects  after  a  number  of  years. 

I  should  further  add  that  1932  from  a  weather  point  of  view  was 
a  good  year,  and  long  spells  of  sunny  dry  weather  were  encountered  in  the 
summer  months,  while  the  winter  months  were  not  particularly  severe. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  Death  Rate  from  Pneumonia  is 
considerably  reduced,  but  only  too  obvious  that  more  intensive  efforts 
towards  combating  the  significant  increase  in  Cancer  deaths  should  be 
undertaken. 

Another  disquieting  fact  is  the  state  of  affairs  in  regard  to  Tuber¬ 
culosis,  referred  to  more  fully  in  the  body  of  the  report.  I  have  pointed 
out  in  Committee  on  several  occasions  that  the  whole  position  is  against 
us  making  any  startling  improvement,  and  we  must  be  thankful  to  hold 
our  own  until  times  and  conditions,  both  economical  and  environmental, 
can  be  improved  for  these  people.

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  position  regarding  the  general  hospitals  remains  as  last  year. 

An  agreement  has  been  entered  into  with  the  Northumberland 
County  Council  regarding  30  beds  in  the  Mental  Hospital  at  Morpeth. 
Here,  unfortunately,  we  were  limited  in  the  type  of  patient  they  were 
prepared  to  take,  and  as  we  are  under  notice  to  remove  our  patients  from 
the  Durham  County  Council’s  Mental  Hospital  at  Sedgefield,  the  position 
is  now  no  easier. 

However,  there  is  some  hope  of  a  scheme  for  extending  the  Stanning- 
ton  Mental  Hospital,  which  is  owned  by  the  Gateshead  Corporation,  and 
negotiations  have  been  taking  place  with  this  authority  on  the  one  hand 
and  West  Hartlepool  and  South  Shields  on  the  other,  and  should  these 
mature,  our  outlook  for  the  future  should  show  a  decided  improvement. 

MATERNITY  AND  NURSING  HOMES. 

The  Corporation  maintains  the  Grantully  Maternity  Home,  and 
one  other  private  Nursing  Home  is  registered  in  the  district. 

No  new  applications  were  received  for  Nursing  Homes  during  the 
year.  The  Cameron  Hospital  remains  exempt  from  registration  under 
the  Nursing  Homes  Registration  Act,  1927. 
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GRANTULLY  MATERNITY  HOME. 

I  remarked  last  year  on  the  satisfactory  working  of  the  Maternity 
Home,  and  the  year  under  review  has  finished  in  very  happy  circumstances. 
1  append  in  detail  some  of  the  figures,  and  X  think  that  no  better  recom¬ 
mendation  is  needed  for  the  Home,  and  that  they  speak  volumes  for  the 
care  and  attention  given  to  the  patients  by  all  concerned— Doctors, 
Matron  and  Nurses.

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INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  UNMARRIED  MOTHERS, 
ILLEGITIMATE  CHILDREN  AND  HOMELESS  CHILDREN. 

The  Public  Assistance  Committee  maintain  a  home  for  children 
in  Blakelock  Road,  and  16  boys  and  16  girls  are  accommodated,  under  the 
care  of  a  Lady  Superintendent  and  two  foster  mothers. 

There  were  34  cases  in  residence  during  the  year,  of  which  2  were 
cases  chargeable  to  outside  authorities. 

No  provision  is  made  for  unmarried  mothers  and  illegitimate  children.

INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRES. 

The  Infant  Welfare  Centres  have  again  increased  in  size  during 
the  past  year,  the  total  attendances  being  20,285,  against  15,488  during 
the  previous  year.  The  splitting  up  of  the  Oxford  Street  Centre  into  two 
sessions  has  greatly  relieved  the  congestion  formerly  experienced  there, 
i  but  there  are  now  indications  that  it  will  not  be  long  before  the  Whitby 
Street  Centre  will  require  to  be  similarly  dealt  with.  Indeed,  of  late  this 
jj'  Centre  has  been  so  busy  that  the  working  of  it  has  been  extremely  difficult, 
i  owing  to  excessive  numbers  in  the  small  space,  and  the  consequent  noise 
and  commotion.  It  is  now  quite  common  to  have  nearly  120  mothers 
and  their  children  at  one  session. 

The  type  of  mother  who  attends  once  and  never  returns  is  steadily 
diminishing,  while  there  is  a  greater  tendency  to  bring  a  child  back  after 
it  has  completed  its  first  year  than  was  formerly  the  case. 

While  every  endeavour  is  made  on  the  part  of  doctors  and  nurses 
i  to  encourage  breast  feeding,  the  proportion  of  babies  being  artificially  fed 
is  somewhat  higher  than  it  was  last  year.  On  this  point  we  have  to  contend 
l  with  advice  obtained  from  a  multiplicity  of  sources  outside  the  Clinic, 
i  Indeed  the  mothers  are  so  besieged  on  all  sides  that  they  take  what  appears 
to  them  to  be  the  path  of  least  resistance,  and  put  the  “  baby  on  the  bottle.” 
It  is  often  disheartening  to  find  a  perfectly  healthy  woman  returning  to 
the  Centre  with  the  story  that  she  has  “taken  baby  off  the  breast,”  in  spite 
of  our  encouragement,  even  to  the  length  of  letting  her  have  Colact,  or 
dried  milk  and  cocoa  at  a  much  reduced  rate.

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Thanks  are  due  to  the  Voluntary  Workers  for  their  assistance  at 
the  various  clinics.  They  render  much  help  to  the  mothers  by  making 
tea  for  them,  and  in  some  cases  by  giving  assistance  in  the  making  of 
baby  clothes. 

The  co-operation  between  the  Clinic  Medical  Officers  and  the 
School  Dentist  and  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  continues  to  be  of  great  value. 
Many  a  child  would  be  allowed  to  suffer  indefinitely  if  such  facilities  did 
not  exist,  while  the  improvement  in  a  child’s  general  health  after  having 
such  treatments  is  remarkable. 

“  SUNLIGHT  ”  CLINIC. 

The  “  Sunlight  ”  Clinic  has  become  extremely  popular,  doubtless 
owing  to  the  fact  that  so  much  obvious  good  results  in  many  of  the  cases 
which  have  attended.  It  is  now  quite  a  common  occurrence  for  a  mother 
to  ask  if  her  child  can  ‘c  have  sunlight  ”  and  while  it  is  by  no  means  a 
panacea  for  all  ills,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  amount  of  good  done  in 
specially  selected  cases  is  very  great. 

Indeed  there  is  enough  work  for  a  daily  U.V.R.  clinic  in  the  town. 

There  is  one  difficulty  to  be  contended  with  in  this  work,  and  that 
is  that  some  mothers  seem  to  think  that  the  sunlight  provides  both  food 
and  drink  for  the  child.  It  is  often  with  difficulty  that  it  can  be  explained 
that  the  treatment  merely  improves  the  general  mechanism  of  the  body, 
thus  enabling  it  to  use  to  the  utmost  advantage  every  particle  of  food  taken.

ANTE-NATAL  CLINIC. 

During  the  year  1932  the  actual  new  cases  attending  the  Ante¬ 
natal  Clinic  were  little  in  excess  of  those  of  1931 .  but  the  number  of  patients 
returning  at  regular  intervals  was  much  improved. 

Unfortunately  the  accommodation  for  the  Clinic  during  that  year 
was  far  from  being  satisfactory,  but  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  Clinic 
has  now  been  removed  to  Mill  House,  a  much  more  central  situation,  which 
is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  patients,  with  a  consequent  improvement 
in  attendance.

ANTE  NATAL  SCHEME. 

During  1932,  514  cases  booked  by  midwives  were  notified  to  their 
doctors  for  ante -natal  examination. 


Doctors  returned  reports  on  203  of  these  cases,  and  it  will  be  seen 
that  roughly  25%  needed  attention  of  some  sort. 

I  am  giving  the  findings  below  for  statistical  purposes,  so  that  at

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SCHOOL  CLINIC. 


The  details  under  this  heading  are  given  in  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  School  Medical  Officer. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

THE  TUBERCULOSIS  CLINIC. 

As  in  former  years  the  clinic  continues  to  be  held  at  Mill  House, 
Stranton,  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday  afternoons,  and  in  the  morning  of  the 
first  Wednesday  of  each  month.  It  is  desirable  to  emphasize  here  that 
cases  are  seen  there  only  by  appointment.  There  has  been  a  tendency 
recently  for  people  to  attend  there  for  conditions  not  necessarily  tubercular, 
on  the  assumption  that  as  the  clinic  is  a  Public  Clinic,  free  treatment  and 
advice  for  all  sorts  of  complaints  will  be  given.  No  advice  or  treatment 
can  ever  be  given  in  such  cases,  as  that  is  quite  outside  the  functions  of 
the  Tuberculosis  Clinic,  and  such  cases  are  always  advised  to  consult  their 
own  doctor,  who,  if  he  thinks  fit,  will  refer  them  to  the  clinic. 


TUBERCULOSIS  STATISTICS. 

The  statistical  records  of  the  tuberculosis  work  done  during  the 
year  are  given  in  the  pages  which  follow,  and  in  appendices  24  to  27.  There 
is  little  to  comment  with  regard  to  the  statistics  for  the  Dispensary, 
the  work  done  there  being  much  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year.  On 
pages  27  and  29  are  given  tables  showing  the  after- history  of  all  cases  of 
tuberculosis,  both  pulmonary  and  non-pulmonary.  A  reference  to  these 
tables  shows  that  we  still  have  on  the  register  patients  who  were  notified 
previous  to  1926,  and  in  whom  the  disease  is  still  active  ;  this  of  course 
being  another  proof  of  the  prolonged  nature  of  the  illness  in  many  cases. 
These  tables  also  show  that  the  outlook  is  more  grave  in  cases  whose  sputum 
is  positive  at  the  time  of  notification  than  in  those  patients  whose  sputum 
is  negative.  The  lesson  to  be  learnt  from  this  is  the  importance  of  the 
early  diagnosis  and  prompt  treatment  of  tuberculosis.  The  ideal  time  to 
send  patients  to  a  sanatorium  is  in  the  very  earliest  stages,  before  positive 
evidence  can  be  found  in  the  sputum.  The  most  certain  method  of  finding 
these  early  cases  is  by  X-ray  examination,  but  unfortunately  the  local 
authority  has  not  provided  an  X-ray  apparatus. 
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A  reference  to  appendix  24  will  show  the  number  of  new  eases  of 
tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year.  The  total  number  notified  this  year 
is  171,  as  compared  with  167  in  1931.  There  has  been  a  slight  decrease 
in  the  number  of  pulmonary  cases  notified  during  the  year,  and  also  in  the 
number  of  cases  of  abdominal  tuberculosis,  but  the  other  forms  of  tuber¬ 
culosis  have  increased. 

Appendix  25  shows  that  the  number  of  deaths  from  tuberculosis 
in  1932  was  81  as  compared  with  78  in  1931. 

Appendix  27  shows  the  same  unfortunate  feature  as  in  the  previous 
year,  viz.,  that  too  many  cases  come  to  light  and  are  notified  too  late  for 
any  useful  treatment  to  be  undertaken.  I  am  afraid  that  the  main  reason 
for  this  is  that  the  general  public  are  delaying  too  long  before  consulting 
their  doctors. 

In  conclusion,  one  may  say  that  the  statistics  of  tuberculosis  work 
for  the  year  do  not  show  any  striking  victory  over  the  disease.  We  are, 
at  best,  just  holding  it  in  check  ;  but  if  one  takes  into  consideration  the 
times  through  which  we  are  passing,  and  the  number  of  factors  such  as 
economics,  diet,  housing,  which  are  of  importance  in  combating  tuberculosis, 
then  it  must  be  admitted  that  even  to  hold  it  in  check  is  accomplishing 
something.

The  arrangements  for  the  Clinics  continue  as  in  former  years — 
Male  Clinics,  Monday  and  Thursday  evenings  ;  Female  Clinic  on  Friday 
afternoon.  All  clinics  are  held  at  the  Treatment  Centre,  Mill  House, 
Stranton. 


MALE  CLINICS. 


A  statistical  record  is  given  on  the  pages  which  follow  of  the  work 
which  has  been  done  at  these  Clinics  during  the  year. 


Speaking  generally,  these  statistics  show  no  material  change  in  the 
volume  of  work  done,  as  compared  with  the  work  of  former  years.  There 
are,  however,  one  or  two  minor  points  of  some  interest  on  which  comment 
may  be  made.  The  number  of  cases  which  attended  for  the  first  time 
during  the  year  (157)  is  less  than  in  the  previous  year  (165),  yet  the  number 
of  attendances,  both  for  individual  attention  of  the  medical  officers  and 
for  intermediate  treatment  is  considerably  increased.  This  can  only  mean 
that  the  patients  are  individually  attending  more  regularly. 


It  is  also  interesting  to  note  that  the  number  of  cases  which  ceased 
to  attend  before  being  finally  declared  cured  is  very  much  less  (35  as  against 
91).  This  is  very  gratifying  as  it  seems  to  suggest  that  patients  suffering 
from  venereal  diseases  may  be  beginning  to  realise  the  need  for  prolonged 
and  thorough  treatment,  before  a  definite  cure  can  be  obtained.  In  view 
of  the  foregoing  remarks  about  better  attendance,  it  is  not  without  signi¬ 
ficance  that  the  number  of  patients  discharged  after  final  tests  for  cure 
(103)  is  almost  double  the  number  of  the  previous  year  (55). 

FEMALE  CLINIC. 

The  number  of  attendances  at  the  female  venereal  disease  centre! 
shows  an  increase  over  that  of  last  year.  As  a  whole  the  women  continue 
to  come  up  very  regularly,  more  particularly  perhaps  those  suffering  fronui 
syphilis,  the  seriousness  of  which  disease  they  seem  to  appreciate  fully. 

There  is  also  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  children  receiving 
treatment.  Doubtless  the  improvement  noted  in  these  cases  encourages 
the  mothers  to  bring  their  children  more  readily,  and  also  to  allow  Wasser-' 
man  tests  to  be  made  on  other  members  of  the  family.

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SCAVENGING. 

There  has  never  been  any  doubt  in  our  minds  that  our  methods  of 
collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  were  out  of  date,  and  required  tackling  on 
more  modern  lines. 

Certain  objections  were  received  to  the  proposal  to  acquire  a  quarry 
for  the  disposal  of  refuse  by  controlled  tipping,  but  personally  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  no  harm  would  have  resulted  from  the  tipping  of  dry  refuse 
under  the  Bradford  System. 

However,  it  was  arranged  that  other  sites  should  be  procured,  so 
that  no  uneasiness  should  be  felt  in  the  minds  of  anyone.  The  main 
achievement  is  that  the  Committee  are  now  convinced  of  the  efficacy  of 
controlled  tipping,  and  our  next  step  to  deal  with  is  the  improvement 
in  our  methods  of  collection,  for  here,  like  many  other  towns,  we  lag  sadly 
behind  modern  developments. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA. 

I  have  already  pointed  out  our  deficiencies  under  this  heading, 
and  although  the  Committee  have  appointed  two  new  apprentices,  it  stands 
to  reason  that  these  will  only  be  of  real  use  after  a  year  or  two’s  experience.

SCHOOLS.

HOUSING. 

The  number  of  Inhabited  Houses  in  the  borough  at  the  end  of  1932 
was  15,950,  with  a  population  of  69,830,  giving  a  figure  of  4-3  persons 
per  house. 

During  the  year  370  new  houses  were  constructed,  42  being  built 
by  the  Corporation,  and  328  by  private  enterprise.  The  latter  figure  is 
very  satisfactory  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  provision  of  a  large  number 
of  houses,  and  is  far  in  excess  of  our  anticipation,  when  we  drew  up  our 
housing  programme  in  December,  1930,  and  makes  the  position  a  little 
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more  difficult  to  judge.  It  must,  however,  be  remembered  that  the  vast 
majority  of  these  houses  are  tenanted  by  owner-occupiers,  and  little,  if 
anything,  is  being  done  beyond  the  42  provided  by  the  Corporation  to 
reduce  the  overcrowding  amongst  people  who  cannot  afford  to  pay  an 
economic  rent. 

Another  new  feature  is  making  its  presence  felt  in  what  were  regarded 
at  one  time  as  better  class  streets.  The  larger  houses,  when  empty,  fail 
to  attract  a  tenant  who  will  pay  the  rent  expected,  with  the  result  that 
landlords  are  letting  these  houses  to  two,  three  or  more  families.  The 
houses  do  not  adapt  themselves  to  this  treatment  from  a  sanitary  point 

of  view,  and  conditions,  bad  at  the  start,  rapidly  deteriorate  and  affect  the 
i  adjoining  property. 

One  further  unfortunate  position  is  the  letting  of  small  3-roomcd 
)  houses  to  two  tenants.  By  this  means  landlords  are  receiving  extra  money 

from  their  property,  sometimes  amounting  to  twice  the  rental  received 
'  from  neighbouring  houses. 

We  have  no  areas  which  could  properly  be  described  as  a  slum  area, 
but  we  do  have  individual  houses  where  slum  conditions  prevail,  and 
however  complicated  the  position  may  be  it  is  still  in  my  view  essential 
;  that  houses  should  be  provided  at  economic  rents  to  deal  with  these  un¬ 
fortunate  people,  and  much  remains  to  be  done  before  we  can  be  proud  of 
j  our  town  and  its  housing  conditions.

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER 

DISEASES. 

There  is  a  marked  improvement  in  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious 
diseases  notified  during  the  year,  the  great  bulk  showing  a  considerable 
reduction. 


Non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  the  only  notifications  showing 
an  appreciable  increase.  It  was  very  pleasing  to  record  the  falling  off  in 
pneumonia  cases. 


Cases  with  fatal  terminations  showed  appreciable  increase  in  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis,  cancer,  heart  disease  and  diarrhoea,  while 
appreciable  improvements  in  the  figures  reported  occurred  in  measles,  in¬ 
fluenza,  tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory  system,  pneumonia  and  chest 
diseases. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  there  is  an  increase  of  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis  and  diarrhoea  in  a  warm  dry  summer,  and  a  general  falling 
off  in  all  classes  of  respiratory  troubles.
